Here, among the hills of Virginia 


' young Mestrezat spent his hours iu 


i ceaseless toil, familiarizing himsell 


with those great principles which form 
the anatomy of the law. He was grad- 
uated from this institution in 1871, at 


I the head of his class of 22, and 
the 


same year was admitted to the practice 
of the law in Greene couuty, Pa. In 
1873 he went to Oniontowu a compara- 
tive stranger, and began the practice 
of the law at the county seat of Fay- 
-efete. Twenty years later he returnee 
jlo his native county as ju&ge of her 
courts, Greene 'County being at thai 
time a part of the Fourteenth judicia' 
district. 


Of Judge Mestrezat's success at the 


bar the profession in Pennsylvania 
familiar. At the end of the first two 
years oi' his practice he was rewarded 
with a larger clientage than is usual 
with a young attorney. His success 
had been such that it attracted Ihe at- 
tention of the late 
Chief 
Justice 


Charles E. Doyle, then the leader ot 
the Fayette county bar, and in 1875 
he suggested to Mestrenat the forma- 
tion of a law partnership. The latter 
readily assented, and from that time 
Mr. Mestreaat became a prominent 
figure in the state and federal courts. 
The firm of Boyle & Mestrezat contin- 
ued until President Cleveland appoint- 
ed Mr. Boyle chief justice of the su- 
preme court of Washington territory. 
STANDING IN SUPREME COURT. 
The reports of the supreme court of 


Pennsylvania show that he was en- 
gaged in nearly every important cause 
taken to that court from Fayefte coun- 
ty during his practice at the bar. The 
Dawson Bridge company cane marked 
the close of his earner belYm1 the su- 
preme court. This case attracted the 
attention of the profession through- 
out the state. 
In the court below Mr. 


Mestrezut was defeated, being unahl 
to make the court see his position on 
the legal principles involved. 
They 


had not been passed upon by the su- 
preme court of the state. A largo ver- 
dict under the Instructions of the 
court was given against the bridge 
company. Mr. Mestrezat's client. 
He 


directed his (lient to take an appeal Lo 
the supreme court, where he argued 
the many intricate legal questions in- 
volved in the cfise, and secured a re- 
versal of the judgment of the court be- 
low. His position on the law was 
fully vindicated and sustained by the 
higher court.

phia have started again the old discus- 
sion about tbe Confetleiate strength and 
losses in the Gettysburg campaign oi! 
18B3, botU moot questions aud both of 
historical importance aa well as of gen- 
eral interest. 
The numbers engaged 


aud the losses of the two opposing arm- 
ies m the battle of Gettysburg are set 
out in the Government publication of 
records of the war, being embodied in 
Vol. 27, in tluee parts. 


The aggtegalu ot Uuioh losses, com- 


piled from complete cilicial returns o£ 
every Federal command engaged in tbe 
Pennsylvania campaign, was 23 0-19 men 
killed, wouufletl aud missing. These 
Oguies are'undisputed ; they Lave been 
accepted and quoted unchanged by all 
wnieia on the subject,ever aiuce General 
Ueade made bis cllicul report ia Aug- 
ust, 1863 


Now, unfortunately for historians, 


there was no like aud correspondingly 
complete oflicial report of the (Jont'eder 
ate casualties, coveiing in detail all th 
commands engaged, Tu6docu.mei.it, so 
called, most oflerj cited in historical dis 
curious, is a mere summary of Guufed 
eraLe killed and wounded, made up b. 
Surgeon L. Guild, Geneial Lee'a Medi 
c«ti Director. It is very unsatisfactory 
being palpably incomplete and inaccu 
rate, and so indicated by the conscieu 
tioua compilers of the oflicial publication 
referred to, in footnotes and otherwise 
Seveial commands are entirely omitted 
others estimated are inconsistent will 
known facts, and still others are irrecon 
cilable with tbe detailed reports of th< 
commanding oiheers. Dr. Guild's sum 
mary accounts tor only 2 Gb3 killed and 
13,309 wounded ; total 16,00'.. It makes 
no record of the missing, large uumbsrs 
of whom weie known to be killed and 
wounded. 


Following JJr. Guild's compilation o 


killed and wounded ia a second sum 
mary of Confederate losses, which in 
eludes tbe missing. Tbis is compiled 
from tbe general oilicial reports of the 
VSLMOUS commands of the atuiy. As in 
Dr. Guild's report some of toese were

In a bracketed introductory note to 


this oflicml summary of Confederate 
nsses, tbe Government compilers, ob- 
serving numerous discrepancies between 
the totals of Dr. Guild and others1 and

and other commanders of the Con- 
'ederate army, remark : "Owing to the 
absence of subordinate reports such dis 
agreements 
can 
not 
be explained. 


Whether taken m detail or as a whole, 
be compilation can only be regarded as 
approximative. Several of tbe rpporta 
udioate tbat matiy of the missing were 
killed or wounded." (Some idea of Hie 
exteut of these variations and conse- 
quent miuleading character of this re- 
port may be gathered from tbe returns 
relating to Law's brigade. A difference 
of 122 ia shown by tbe regimental reports 
)t losses over the biigade summary to 
-als. Xbe excess occurred iu the returns 
)C four regiments. The detailed regi 
mental report of tbe Filteeutb Georgia, 
of Benmng'a biigade, shows a loss ot 
71 killed, wounded and missing ; in tlie 
iflicial summary the total loss of this 
Georgia regiment is carried at only 72 — 
precisely the number of 
killed and 


wounded reported in Surgeon Guild's 
iummary. As there were 170 regiments 
if Confederate infantry at Gettysburg, 
t will be seen what a wide door is thus 
)pened for speculation. General Lane's 
brigade is setdown in the summary with 
a loss of 389 ; Lane himself reported his 
ntire loss at 000, a difference of 271. 
A.gain tbe Confederate official reports 
tate their aggregate missing at only 
150 men, whereas the Union rolls ot 
insoners of war carried tbe names of 
2 227 wounded and unwounded Confed- 
irates captured ai Gettysburg from Julj 
to July 5, a difference of 7,077. 
Students of sucb matters have long 
bought it singular tbat on tbe lace of 
he returns Gen. Jleade's losses at Get- 
ysbutg should exceed Gen. Lee's by 
,500. Tbey have very good and suffl- 
ient reasons for their surprise and 
oubts. There are some facts in con- 
lectiou with Gettysburg fully agreed 
,pou by the paitisansof both North and 
iouth. They are these. The fighting 
was at close range generally, and of tbe 
most destructive character. It was the 
reat aitillery battle of the war, and the 
""ederal artillery, always superior, was 
ere bandied with consummate skill, 
ourage and tremendous effect. 
Tbe 


'ederal aimy fought mainly on the de- 
ense iu a naturally strong, well-defend- 
d position, irom which tbe Army of 
Forth Virginia, throughout two days, 
ttempled lo dislodge it, To be sure, 
ils was not tbe case on the Bret day, 


when tbe battle was in the open, yet on 
us day tbe Confedeiates, at first badly 
andled, suffered 
more heavily than 


beir enemy. Therefore, aside from all 
tber considerations, in view of these 
udisputed facts, no one of intelligence 
ow doubts that the Confederate losses 


were very much greater than the totals 
hown by tbe cflicial summaries qnoled 
bove. Very few doubt that they really 
xceeded tbe Federal losses by at least 
000 men. On the Brat and second ddya 
be losses were not very different; on 
je third day tbe Confederate losses 
ere at least 3 500 iu excess of the 
ederals. On tbe retreat Lee also made 
ime heavy losses. 
More than ten years ago,hefore the Ge!. 
sburg vote, of tbe oflicial war records 


were issued Major E, C. Dawes of Cin- 
cinnati had published m the Century 
Maf/asine 
a luminous resume of the 


Confederate strength and losses at Get- 
tysburg, showing almost conclusively 
that Lee bad not less 80,000 men on the 
fleld and that his losses were not less 
than 
26 000 - in that campaign. 
Col. 


Livermore, of Boston, another able com- 
mentator on the Civil War, has made it 
clear that the 'Confederate losses were 
' not less lhan 27,000. Mr. J. W. Kirk- 


ed 27,000.

question, examining reports ,i nd corres- 
pondence, and other ollbUl and unoili 
cial data relating to Gattysbu:-,;, collect- 
ing and comparing tlie results obtained 
by others with my owu data accumulated 
during several years' membership of the 
War Hacords Publication Uj^rd. B? 
this painstaking I can definitely assert 
that the Confederate records themselves 
contain the absolute proof that tbe 
Confederate array numbered at Gettys- 
burg fully 80 000 men of all arms, and 
tbat its losses exceeded 27,000 men killed, 
wounded aud mining. It is easy for 
experts who understand the sometimes 
hidden meaning of military cart-fisp'jnd- 
ence and returns of strength and losses 
to deduce negatively that Lie must have 
lost flrst and last in tbe Pennsylvania 
campaign more than 30,000 men.

Qgbteis. Tney are compelled to stick 
to the.se figures and shut thr*ir eyes to 
their real losses, some 7,000 greater 
certainly as we now koow, or meviubly 
confess that Lee's array at Gettysburg 
was much stionger than Southern his- 
torians allege. 


The Union reports of 
losses cover 


every sort and grades of casualty, the 
slightly wounded as well as toe serious- 
ly and mortally wounded men. S')ch WAS 
not the case in tha Confederate service. 
The slightly wounded in battle were 
carefully excluded from such reports. 


The Confederate reports, for a aub 


stantial reason, are untrustworthy, even 
where any were made, because, as they 
abandoned the fleld and largely their 
killed and mortally wounded, it goes 
without saying tbat they lacked accurate 
knowledge of their actual losses in those 
two items. Careful investigation, how- 
ever, of the available ollijial data and 
other sources of information has deter- 
mined the fact that their killed amount- 
ed to 3 803, instead of 2 GS3, as reported 
by Dr. Guild, and IS,741 wounded, in- 
stead of 13 3</J as slated by Guild. 
Dr. 


Guild's shortage comes, doubtless, from 
tbe fact that he took no account of the 
killed and wounded abandoned to the 
enemy on the thiid day after Pickett's 
and Johnson's charges. As previously 
stated, the Union rolls show the names 
of 12,227 prisoners captured at Gettys- 
burg, wounded and unwounded. or 
these 6 802 were wounded, and are con- 
sequently to be added to the aggiegale 
of wounded as made up by Dr. Guild, 
less 770 wounded whom they nflicially 
reported 
captured. 
Tnis deduction 


leaves 3 195 well piisouers captured bj 
tbe Federals which pretty well agrees 
with the Confederate report of 5,1.30 
missing as it appears on the war records' 
summary.

by the records into the fleld of specu- 
lation more or less although there is

wounded item. The olh'cial returns of 
strength for the Army ot Northern Vir- 
jinia on May 31, the last on iile before 
tbe battle of Gettysburg, shows tbat it 
contained then 77,931 men on duly. 
During the month of June it \v.«s great- 
y strengthened by recruits and from 
other sources to probably near 83 000 
men of all arms. Lee's correspondence 
with the Richmond authorities and his 
subordinates during

period prior to the invasion shows that

From time to time the Star cnu 


Sentinel has sought to make politica 
capital out of a comparison between th 
county's present financial condition am 
that of a few years ago, when a Demo 
cratic Board of Coaimisai'iuers ha 
ctmrge of affairs. It states that now 
the county is out of debt, while fiv 
years ago it was in debt to the extent o 
$18 000. 


This debt, the cause of which i 


generally understood and which ha* 
been explained in the COMPILER OD 
former occasions, was created by cir 
cumstances over which the Board o 
Commissioners had but little control 
It will be remembered that ia the yea 
1889 the Board, then Democratic, 
compelled to expend $12 000 in the con 
atructionof bridges, aud about the same 
Mme to erect a new building at the 
Alme-nouse, costing about $8,000, thesi 
two items aggregateing $20,000 and ac 
counting in a large measure for tbe 
indebtedness then created. 
It 
was 


universally recognized at the time as a 
debt which was unavoidable. 


A Republican Board of Commis 


sioners came into control in 1894. I 
found the county buildings, bridges aue 
everything else in Hrst-class condition 
find from that time on there rcas &»< 
little need for expenditures outaUle of 
the ordinary espennei 
Iu this condition 


it was but natural for a balance to ac 
cumulate, especially as the Republican 
Hoard adopted the policy of avoiding all 
improvements, their plan being to show 
a reduction of the debt at the end of 
tbeir term, legardless of public needs 
I5y this policy, of course, money waa 
saved, the county's income being larger 
than its ordinary expenses.! 


But, in addition to this, the Board 


contrived another way of saviug which 
has worked considerable inconvenience 
to many tax-payers—that of collecting 
taxes earlier in the year than usual. 
This plan obviates the payment of dis- 
counts in part, but it necessitates the 
payment of taxes by the people at a 
season of the year when money is 
usually scarce, especially in the hands of 
farmers, and it has been, therefore, an 
unpopular plan.

ianna and other prominent men waiting 
while betook all the time he could for the 
onference behind closed doors with Ad- 
airal Dewey, he had so much to do in 
n-eparation for his departure on his Weat- 
rn trip to-night that he could not com- 
lete tbe conversation. 
He finally od- 


ourned it until his return from the West 


fortnight hence, when he will talk with 


Admiral Dewey and tbe civilian members 
t the Philippine Commission, who will 
11 then be here. 
The etatementa made by Admiral Dewey 


o the President to-day of immediate im- 
ortance, those relating to a change in the 
.ilitary command of tbe Philippines, are 
irefully guarded by the administration 


men. 
It seecne evident, however, that 


Vdiniral Dewey said to the President what 
te has said to other men here, that Gen- 
ral Otis waa not the best man for aup- 
iressing the rebellion, but was careful to 
.iaclaim any personal feeling againat Gen- 
ral Otis, and to praise hia honesty and in- 
ustry. 
It seema certain that as a result o£ what 


Admiral Dewey said the President is con- 
emplatiug more seriously than ever a 
hange in the military command, and 
bat he will soon act.

of Congress to Admiral Dewey was be- 
stowed upon him at ncou last Tuesday in 
the preaence of President McKinley, the 
mem bera of the Cabinet and the Judiciary, 
the bigbeat ofncere of the army and navy 
and a vast crowd of people. 


Theacene of the preaentation wae appro- 


priately located under the shadow of tbe 
dome of the Capitol— a spot filled with 
tnumoriea of other stately ceremoniea. The 
escort which marched in line with tbe 
great Admiral to the Capitol waa compos- 
ed of soldiers and sailors. 


It was before a vast assemblage that 


Admiral Dewey received from the hand o 
President McKinley the sword a nation 
gave him. The focus of thousands of eyes, 
the central figure of a magnificent tableau, 
be atood with military erectneaaat "atten- 
tion," aud listened to the eloquent tributes 
paid him by the President and Secretary 
Long, speaking for the people of the 
United States. 


When it became Dewey's turn to reply 


his voice failed him, by reason of the emo- 
tions under which he was laboring, and 
he made the effort twice before bia lipa 
would respond. 
When he did succeed his 


tones were clear and steady, but ao low 
that only tboae nearest him could hear. 
There was a bit of comedy following tbe 
trying formalities, though it escaped al 
but those directly on the stand. 
As the 


Admiral closed and took his seat he turn- 
ed to tbe President and in a tone of quiz- 
zical appeal, inquired : "Now, really, don'l 
you think 
I did 
pretty well 
fur an 


amateur ?" 


-Following tbe benediction by Cardinal 


Gibbons the arrangements for the review 
of the military escort by Admiral Dewey 
were carried out. 


Tlie eword is, with the exception of its 


steel blade aud -the body metal of its scab- 
bard, composed entirely of 22 karat gold. 
On the pommel ie carved tbe name of the 
Olympia, Dewey's flagship at Manila, and 
tbe zodiacal eign for December, in which 
lucky month Dewey waa born. 
Circling; 


these is a closely woven wreath of oak 
[eaves. 


Below these the pommel is embraced by 


a gold collar, on the front of which are 
the arms of the United States, with the 
blue field of the shield in enamel. Below 
them are the arms of Vermont, Dewey's 
native State, with tbe motto, "Freedom 
and Unity," and the colors of the shield 
in enamel. Ths plain part of the gold col- 
lar ie decorated with stare, and a graceful 
finish ia given to it by a narrow band of 
oak leaves. Tbe aword blade is damascen- 
ed with the inacription : 


"The gift of the nation to Rear-Admiral

•Vhile the parishes in Carlisle and York 
lave grown and prospered, Christ church 
gradually lost strength until it became an 
ppendage of the mission started in Get- 
.ysburg after the Chil War. 
Here occa- 


ional services were held in the Court- 
house from 1870 to IS73 by the Reverends 
Vm. George Hawkins, Francis J. Cleve, 


Everett Cathell, Joseph A. .Nock, J. H. 


H. Millett, F. H. Almon, V. H. Berghaus 
nd Dr. Keeling. 
First regular services were begun May, 
S75, by Rev. Henry L. Phillips, iu thu 
Id Methodist church, Middle St., now the 
i. A. 11. Hall. During this lirst year ol 
'Ir. Phillips' rectorship the lot on Carlisle 
treet was bought and the piesent Chape! 
reeled, the formal opening taking place 
n Dec. 17, 1876. 
During the rectorship of the Rev. A. K 


'orfcat, 1880 to 1885, was started the pro- 
pet of building a church as a memorial for 


fallen in the Civil War, and particu- 


arly for those in this battle. The project 
ad thef-anction and strong support of the 
hen Bishon of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. 
I. A. DeWolfe Howe. 
By the year JS88 


was so far advanced that the corner- 


tone wa^ laid by Bishop Howe on July 
d of that year. 
Work was suspended in 


889 and resumed iu 1890. 
It was coutin- 


ed during the Rev. T. P. Ege'a rectorship 
ntil ]8U.'l, when, notwithstanding hie 
arneyl effort, the work had to be dipcun- 
nned on account of lack of funds. 
On the accetston of the Rt. Rev. Ethel- 
eit Taibot to the Episcopal chair of thip 
iocese in 1898 efforts were made to inter 
st him in this woik, which resulted, dur- 
ng tho present yeat, in uis agreeing to 
complete the building, provided a reason- 
able proportion of the expense should be 
borne by the mission, bv the sale of its 
property. Thip having been accomplished, 
coutract has been made to complete tbe 
church in stone, according to designs pre- 
pared by Architects Ghequier and May, of 
Baltimore. The memorial stones already 
contributed, but not in place, will he used 
in the tower vestibule. No more, how- 
ever, will be solicited or received, it being 
desired that further memorials for those 
who "have fonght a good fight" or "fin- 
ished their course in faith" shall be in 
windows or furniture. 


The building will be completed in stone 


and will be in height to the top of the roof 
40 feet. 
The tower w ill be 60 feet in 


height.

dent eUted that the question before the 
meeting was "should the Ordinance be- 
come a law, the Llurgess' veto notwith- 
standing ?" 


An interchange of views followed. 
Mr. 


Flaharty said that the views expressed it 
the veto as to the general conduct of a 
seweiage system in this town coincided 
with those he had always held anj. main 
tained when the subject was before the 
Council. He said he was opposed on gen 
eral principles to private parties under 
taking public enterprises. But as tha 
view had been surrendered when the 
ordinance was passed because there ap- 
peared to be a demand for the sewer by 
the citizens on the 
line proposed ho 


thought the question now was whethei 
there was a sufficient number of property- 
holders along the line who objected to the 
sewer to make the matter an issue. I 
(•heie were only two or three he though) 
it would be stultifying himself to change 
his vote. 
As a convenience to a majority 


of people along the line requesting the 
ordinance he was ready to favor it. 
If it 


was a benefit to a preponderance in num- 
ber of the people affected by it he would 
stand by the former vote of Council. 
But if not or even if it affected an equal 
number injuriously he would go with the 
Burgess' veto, as be thought that was the 
way the question presented it-self now. 


Replying to Mr. Flaharty Mr. McCam- 


mon said : "I am in favor of a sewerage 
system in this town. 1 have bought a 
property myself over Baltimore Hill, and 
I expect to put in the conveniences there 
aud will have to have sewerage. But I 
am in favor oi a general sewerage system. 
Of course if we don't get it done that way 
[ will have to put in a cess-pool. I have 
been spoken to by quite a number of 
people about digging U|> the streets- 
property owners iu the First warJ. that do 
business on the line, and they claim that 
they will have the alleys dug up and in 
bad condition for six months. On there 
pointe 1 vetoed this ordinance. I waut it 
distinctly understood I want a general 
system in Gettysburg." 


Mr. Fiaharty asked if it would not affect 


these persons the same way if the borough 
put the sewer down. The'Burgess admit- 
ted it would, but said they thought the 
proper time to dig up the alleys was in the 
spring, and further that if they would be 
assured that the alley would be put back 
in as good condition as before; they would 
make no complaint. 


Mr. Flaharty asked the Burgess how 


many people had appealed to him. The 
Buigess said : ''At least five, and there 
are some peoplo living in Kuhntown who 
say they have n nuisance already, and if 
they get a wind they will get a stench." 


Mr. Fiabarty then inquired how many 


people were interested in having the sewer 
built. He was informed that at least 
thirty had either subscribed to the stock 
or agreed to go in on a rental, with 
promises of a good many more. 


Mr. Buehler spoke in favor ol the sewer 


aud regretted the necessity for so many 
cesspools. 


Mr. Wolf aleo favored the sewer. 
Mr. 


'Spauglersaid he was ready to vote for it. 
Mr. Tawney said he would have nothing 
to say, for or against. 


After full opportunity had been given to 


express opinions, a yea and nay vote was 
called on tbe question, "Shall the Ordi- 
nance stand notwithstanding the veto," 
with the following result: Flaharty, yes 
Buehler, yes ; Wolf, yes ; Thomas, yes; 
Spangler, yes. Tawney declined to vote. 


Tbe President announced the result as 


five votes in favor of tbe question, bat as 
the law required an affirmative vote of 
two thirds of all the members elected to 
prevail against the Burgees' i?eto the ques- 
tion was decided in the negative, and the 
veto stood.

voles have been cast at a single election 
in Philadelphia. A constitutional amend- 
ment was proposed aud passed through 
the last Legislature intended to correct 
this iu a large degree, but Governor 
Stone has so far been successful in ob 
structing it with bis veto. Sume time 
no doubt, the proposed amendment wil 
get through in spite of an objecting Ex- 
ecutive, and considerable cure will be 
applied ; but there will not ba complete 
integrity in the elections until care is 
taken to have honest election officers 
and men with sufficient foice of charac- 
ter to discharge their duties fearlessly 
regardless of ward heelers and workers
